One man was killed and 
another hospitalized In a suf­ 
focation accident about 2:30 
p. rn. Thursday near the 
home of Philip Tschlrhart, 
at 2208 Ave. V In Hondo. 
The two men, both M exi­ 
can nationals, had been 
draining a well by means of 
a gasoline-powered pump In 
the well shaft, when a crow­ 
bar fell down the hole. 
Juan Amaya of Durango, 
Mexico, descended Into the 
well to retrieve the bar, but 
he was overcome by carbon 
monoxide fumes and dropped 
the rope he had used to des­ 
cend the well, 


His co mpanlon, EUas 
Valenzuela, also of Durango 
and Amaya's cousin, climbed 
down the shaft to fasten the 
rope to Amaya. Tschlrhart 
and some other men at the 
surface were able to success­ 
fully remove the 111 Amaya 
from the hole, but when the 
rope was re-lowered for V al­ 
enzuela, he failed to respond. 
Tschlrhart then immedi­ 
ately called police and an 
ambulance, and Amaya was 
taken to Medina Memorial 


Hospital, where he remained 
hospitalized Tuesday. 
Po­ 
lice Officer Jim Shofner at­ 
tempted to enter the well. 
but was nearly overcome 
himself after descending a 
few feet. 
It was decided to call the 
Hondo Volunteer Fire Depart­ 
ment for a respirator to use 
while In the well. However, 
when the unit arrived, It was 
too bulky to be of any use In 
the narrow shaft. 


Valenzuela's body was 
snared with a grappling hook 
from a City of Hondo truck. 
Valenzuela was pronounced 
dead at the scene by Justice 
of the Peace Harold F. Her­ 


ring. 


The two laborers had 
come to the Tschlrhart home 
th* Friday previous to ti* 
accident, mentioning that 
they had eaten only cactus 
for their meals. Tschlrhart 
said he fed the two and of­ 
fered them a fencing job, 
then the job with th* welL

For Welfare Reform 


Austin, Aug. 31 - The Pub­ 
lic 
W elfare Com m ittee o f 
the 
Texas 
M anufacturers 
Association has called for a 
reorganization o f the State 
Departm ent o f Public Wei- 
fare and for a com prehen­ 
sive study o f the state pub­ 
lic welfare system. 
T M A recom mends that the 
State 
Welfare 
Departm ent 
be reorganized so that the 
G overnor o f Texas m ay be 
directly responsible for the 
adm inistration o f public as­ 
sistance programs. A ccord­ 
ingly, the Legislature should 
adopt public w elfare reforms 
which em power the Gover 
nor to appoint an adminis­ 
trator o f the Departm ent of 
Public Welfare, and the pre­ 
sent three man Commission 
should be abolished. 
The T M A Com m ittee also 
recommends that the D irec­ 
tor of Public W elfare should 
serve at the pleasure of the 
Governor and that the D ir­ 
ector should seek guberna­ 
torial approval for all pro­ 
gram and finance policies. 
Fo llow ing this prospective 
legislation, 
the 
Governor 
should authorize a com pre­ 
hensive study o f the Depart­ 
ment o f Public W elfare. The 
study should address itself 
to 
the 
follow ing areas o f 
concern: 1) a review o f lo­ 
cal, state and federal agency 
and 
program relationships, 


2) a review o f m edical assist­ 
ance provisions in keeping

ents, 4) a review of local,

Urban freeways, Interstate and 
otherwise, must serve a triple pur­ 
pose. They are heavily loaded with 
local traffic because they are usual­ 
ly the principal business streets. 
In 
addition "through" traffic uses the 
freeway as the most direct route 
through town or as a bypass route. 
And a freeway w ill almost surely be 
an important link in any city's bus 


transportation system. 
Further adding to the expense are 
difficult engineering problems often 
encountered in forcing a broad free­ 
way through an already thickly pop­ 
ulated area. Overpasses, under­ 
passes, interchanges and various 
other costly devices are necessary to 
separate or knit together the assort­ 
ed uses of freeways. Meeting the 
wishes and objections of neighbor­ 
hoods can get expensive . The cost 
is often almost extravagantly high. 
Topping off the freeway package 
is right-of-way cost. 
Often expen­ 


sive land, buildings, businesses and 
homes have to be taken. 
Fair com­ 
pensation must be paid the owners-- 
and something more, courtesy of 
federal regulations. Occupants and 
owners of property displaced by a 
highway must have an opportunity to 
relocate in an equivalent area . The 
typical cost of relocation is figured 
at $25,OCX). 
Thus it is not surprising or unusu­ 
al for city freeways to cost $15 m il­ 
lion a m ile, or even more. And it 
costs an average of nearly $10,000 
a mile to maintain and service them. 
As Texas celebrates Highway 
Week September 24-30, heavy em­ 
phasis w ill be on urban highways— 
where quality costs more, but serves 
more. 


Gov. Preston Smith, as 


had been long reported, sum­ 
moned legislators back to 
Austin Monday to consider 
com petitive insurance rates 
and strengthened budget con­ 
trols for the governor.

ANSWER: It is important to 
apply soou after disability 
starts in order to give social 
security tine to contact your 
doctors and process your 
claim .
